Two 
men ran up, lobbed a fragmentation 
grenade through an open window and 
escaped.

Police and F B I agents, meanwhile, 
checked police files and visited several 
high schools in an effort to learn the 
identity of two teen-agers who are be­ 
lieved responsible for shooting Stennis 
outside his northw est W ashington 
home Tuesday night. 
Stennis underwent 6L> 
hours

surgery for the wounds—one in the 
thigh and one which entered the chest 
and passed through the stomach and 
the pancreas. He has been fed in­

SAIGON (AP) — U.S. helicopters 
flew to a jungle rendezvous today, 
picked up the Viet Cong general who 
directed the 1968 Tet offensive against 
Saigon and flew him back to join a 
peacekeeping commission. 
Five years almost to the day since 
the start of the 1968 attack on Saigon, 
the U.S. helicopter crews brought Lt. 
Gen. Tran Van Tra and 28 other Viet 
Cong men to Tan Son Nhut Air Base.

the

Central 
Office for South Vietnam. As chief Viet 
Cong member of the four-party joint 
military commission, he likely holds 
the key to the release of American

Seven U.S. helicopters marked with 
white stripes picked up Tra and his 
men at I>oc Ninh, a rubber plantation 
town 75 miles north of Saigon which 
T ra ’s forces captured last year. 
They were taken to Camp Davis, a 
former U.S. Signal Corps installation 
at Tan Son Nhut, where the other 
Communist cease-fire delegates are 
housed. 
B eca u se of T ra ’s a b sen ce, the 
peacekeeping group made up of the 
four belligerents has been unable to 
sta rt a rra nging the excha nge of 
prisoners or the security safeguards 
that must be set up before the four- 
nation International Commission of 
Control and Supervision can send out 
its teams of observers to police the 
cease-fire. 
Tentative plans were made for the 
senior members of the joint military 
commission to hold their first meeting 
Friday. 
Annexes to the peace agreement 
signed in Paris last Saturday say 
prisoners shall be returned and 
received at places agreed to by the 
four signatories — the United States, 
North Vietnam, South Vietnam and the 
Viet Cong. 
These four also

engaged in the return and reception of 
the POWs.

S tennis 
Improves 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. John C. 
Stennis, shot twice in a 
holdup, 
remained in very serious condition 
today, but a hospital spokesman said 
the 71-year-old chairman of the Senate 
Armed Services Committee showed 
slight improvement after spending a 
comfortable night. 
The spokesman said at a 6 a.m. EST 
briefing that the prospects for Stennis’ 
recovery were still “guarded.” But he 
said the senator was awake and his 
vital signs were good. The next 
briefing was scheduled for 3 p.m. 
Stennis’ administrative assistant, 
William Cresswell, said Stennis was 
"very alert” when visited Wednesday 
night by his wife, Coy, and son, John 
Hampton Stennis. He said John visited 
briefly again today about 5:30 a.m. 
Police and FBI agents, meanwhile, 
checked police files and visited several 
high schools in an effort to learn the 
identity of two teen-agers who are be­ 
lieved responsible for shooting Stennis 
outside his northw est W ashington 
home Tuesday night. 
Stennis underwent 64 hours of 
surgery for the wounds—one in the 
thigh and one which entered the chest 
and passed through the stomach and 
the pancreas. He has been fed in­ 
travenously and received multiple 
blood transfusions. 
The senator’s attackers reportedly 
took his wallet containing credit cards, 
a gold pocket watch, his Phi Beta 
Kappa key and a 25-cent piece. 
Police and FBI spokesmen refused 
to comment on their investigation. 
The Washington Post, however, said 
authorities have focused their efforts 
on known gun-carrying offenders and 
youths arrested in the past in the 
Northwest Washington neighborhood 
where Stennis has lived for more than 
20 years. 
National 
leaders, 
including 
President Nixon, have expressed their 
shock and concern for Stennis, a 25- 
year Senate veteran and a key backer 
of a strong U.S. military. 
Many senators denounced the attack 
on Stennis as an example of the crime 
problem in the nation’s cities. 


Gunmen have killed five persons in 
Belfast since Monday. Four were 
Catholics, and three of those were 
teen-agers. The fifth was a 
UDA 
member. 


The Irish Republican Army accused 
the Ulster Defense Association of 
giving a green light to sectarian 
killings 
“ on the scale hitherto 
unknown.” It declared: “A new phase 
of sectarian killings will not be toler­ 
ated. The IRA will utilize all its 
resources to end sectarian killings for 
all time.” 


The UDA said the IRA men were 
murderers and hypocrites, and “we 
will not permit them to thrive.” 
“ IRA War on the UDA,” said a 
banner across the front page of the 
Irish Press in Dublin. 
British army sources feared the 
troops would be caught in the middle. 
The assassins continued working 
Wednesday night. 


A cry of “Hey, you!” halted a 17- 
year-old Catholic boy walking home in 
Belfast. When he turned, a gunman 
shot him in the stomach. His condition 
today was critical. 
A police officer was shot in the back 
as he parked his car at his home in 
Downpatrick, County Down. Stray 
bullets went through a window of the 
house and hit his 9-year-old daughter. 
Both were in .serious condition. 
Gabriel Savage, 17, was kissing his 
16-year-old girl friend goodnight when 
his killer arrived. 
The men dragged him from her 
arm s and bundled him into a car as she 
screamed in terror. They drove away, 
shot him through the head and left his 
corpse in a ditch. 
Savage was the third Roman 
Catholic teen-ager slain in Northern 
Ireland this week, presumably by 
Protestant terrorists. Two others were 
badly wounded. 
Peter Watterson, 15, was the first to 


die. He was .standing with another 15- 
year-old Monday in the doorway of his 
widowed mother’s shire in the Falls 
Road district. A spray of bullets from a 
speeding car cut the two boys down. 
Watterson died on the spot. His friend 
survived, badly wounded. 
Philip Rafferty, 14, left his home in 
the Andersonstown district Tuesday 
night for band practice. His mother 
said she encouraged the boy to join the 
band because he had asthma and 
blowing the trumpet might help ex­ 
pand his lungs. His body was found 
several hours later at the Giant’s Ring, 
a circle of prehistoric stones outside 
Belfast. Police said he had been made 
to lie on the ground, the hood from his 
coat was pulled over his head, and two 
bullets were fired into his brain. 
“ I hope the men who hooded my boy, 
my pale and sickly boy, and then 
murdered him will live with the sight 
if his thin little face forever,” said 
Rafferty’s mother. 
U.S. Helicopters Fly 
Red General To M eet 


SAIGON (AP) — U.S. helicopters 
flew to a jungle rendezvous today, 
picked up the Viet Cong general who 
directed the 1968 Tet offensive against 
Saigon and flew him back to join a 
peacekeeping commission. 
Five years almost to the day since 
the start of the 1968 attack on Saigon, 
the U.S. helicopter crews brought Lt. 
Gen. Tran Van Tra and 28 other Viet 
Cong men to Tan Son Nhut Air Base. 
Tra is the 55-year-old deputy 
military commander of the elusive 
COSVN, the 
Communists’ Central 
Office for South Vietnam. As chief Viet 
Cong member of the four-party joint 
military commission, he likely holds 
the key to the release of American 
prisoners of war held in South Viet­ 
nam 
Seven U.S. helicopters marked with 
white stripes picked up Tra and his 
men at I xx* Ninh, a rubber plantation 
town 75 miles north of Saigon which 
Tra’s forces captured last year. 
They were taken to Camp Davis, a 
former U.S. Signal Corps installation 
at Tan Son Nhut, where the other 
(Communist cease-fire delegates are 
housed. 
Because of T ra ’s absence, the 
peacekeeping group made up of the 
four belligerents has been unable to 
sta rt arranging the exchange of 
prisoners or the security safeguards 
that must be set up before the four- 
nation International Commission of 
Control and Supervision can send out 
its teams of observers to police the 
cease-fire. 
Tentative plans were made for the 
senior members of the joint military 
commission to hold their first meeting 
Friday. 
Annexes to the peace agreement 
signed in Paris last Saturday say 
prisoners shall be returned and 
received at places agreed to by the 
four signatories — the United States, 
North Vietnam, South Vietnam and the 
Viet Cong. These four also must 
guarantee the safety of personnel 
engaged in the return and reception of 
the POWS. 
Meanwhile, the total of ceasefire 
violations reported continued to fall off 
despite continued heavy fighting in the 
northern provinces and despite the in­ 
ability of the truce observer teams to 
get into the field. 
The Saigon command claimed there 
were 188 Communist attacks during 
the 24 hours ending at 6 a.m. today, 
compared with 209 in tile previous 24 
hours, 311 in the 24 hours before that 


and 426 in the first 22 hours after the 
ceasefire went into effect Sunday. 


The U.S. Command announced that 
another American adviser was slightly 
wounded Wednesday in coastal Binh 
Dinh province. He was hit by a 
terrorist explosive, 
the Command 
said. He was the sixth American 
wounded since the cease-fire went into 
effect. 


Foreign Minister Tran Van I^am of 
South Vietnam returned from Paris 
and Washington and said he believed 
the fighting will stop once the in­ 
ternational truce teams are in place. 
He said if there is a large North 
Vietnamese invasion, “the countries in 


the agreement are committed to act 
but it is up to them to decide what to 
do.” 
Vice President Spiro T. Agnew flew 
to Phnom Penh and then to Bangkok 
after two days of talks with President 
Nguyen Van Thieu and other South 
Vietnamese officials on postwar U. S.- 
Vietnamese relations and aid to the 
Saigon government. 
In a departure statement, Agnew 
said his discussions had been “candid 
and comprehensive” and that he had

President Admits American 
Held By China CIA Agent 


WASHING,TON (AP) - President 
Nixon has publicly admitted that an 
American captured in China 20 years 
ago was a 
CIA 
agent, but ad­ 
ministration officials say it was not an 
effort to trade for the m an’s early re­ 
lease. 
Other governm ent sources had 
acknowledged the espionage role of 
John Thomas Downey and Richard 
Fecteau when their plane was shot 
down, but Nixon was the first U.S. 
official to put it on the record during 
his Wednesday news conference. 
The old official line had been that 
Downey and Fecteau were civilian 
employes of the Army whose plane 
was downed when it strayed off course 
on a flight from Korea to Japan. 
In the period leading to Nixon’s 
China trip last year Fecteau was 
released after serving 19 years of a 20- 
year sentence.

Downey 
Ohio Assembly Eyes Vote Reforms 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 1973 
legislature, seemingly bent on election 
reforms, has before it a proposal that 
would require automatic recounts of 
races that sometimes drag on for 
weeks and months at the expense of 
the candidates. 
Rep. John Sweeney, D-14 Cleveland 
Heights, introduced a bill Wednesday 
that would require another count if the 
winning margin was one-half of one 
per cent or less of the vote total or less 
than 1,000 votes, whichever is less. 
It would apply to nominations, 
candidate 
contests, 
issues, 
or 
questions that might be placed on any 
local or state ballot. Sweeney’s bill was 
among five proposing election changes 
which were received at a Wednesday 
skeleton session of the House. 
The 
House 
Rules 
Com m ittee 
scheduled floor votes Tuesday on five 
proposed constitutional amendments 
which backers hope to place before 


voters in the May primary. They in­ 
clude the Vietnam veterans’ bonus, 
and a proposal to provide property tax 
relief for farmers. 
Other amendments slated for a vote 
rn the House would permit tandem 
election of the governor and lieutenant 
governor, authorize state legislators to 
receive expenses now prohibited, and 
revise administrative and procedural 
rules of the General Assembly. 
The farm property tax amendment 
loomed as the only one virtually sure of 
passage after bipartisan agreement on 
an amendment that would leave im­ 
plem entation largely up to the 
legislature. It has more than 50 
sponsors of both parties, and it came 
out of the House Ways and Means 
Committee by a vote of 18-0. 
Republicans are seeking to finance 
the $300 million veterans’ bonus from 
the general revenue fund, rather than 
from an increase in property taxes, so 


that a floor fight may Ix* expected on 
that issue. Democratic sponsors claim 
a 6-mill property levy to retire the 
bonds over a 15-year period is the best 
way. 
Besides Sweeney’s recount bill, the 
other election bills now before the 
House would; 
Make general election day 
a 
holiday. 
Permit absentee voting at boards 
of elections up to 4 p.m. the day before 
election. 
Extend voting hours from 6:30 
p.m. to 9 p.m. 
Eliminate a requirement for a 
notary to witness the signing of 
petitions for candidates for state and 
county party central committee posts. 
Numerous other voting law changes 
have been proposed in the Senate and 
House by members of both parties with 
hearings expected to get under way 
soon. Bedsheet ballots and primary 


election foul ups have lx*en among 
voting problems Ohio has experienced 
in recent years. 
No floor sessions of the House or 
Senate were held this week to allow 
members to attend a state government 
seminar in Columbus. A full week of 
deliberations may Ix* expected next 
week, leaders said.

Two consecutive six-m onth jail 
term s were imposed on Adam Cox Jr. 
Thursday for assault and battery.

A Yes. Your 1972 Form 1040 and 
short Form I (MOA ask two questions 
related to the sharing of Federal 
money with state and local govern­ 
ments. One question asks the location 
of your principal place of residence 
(state, county, locality & township); 
the second question asks for the 
number of your dependents who are 
filing a return of their own or who did 
not live at your principal place of 
residence at the end of 1972. 
You must supply the correct in­ 
formation in your answers to these 
questions to ensure that your state 
county and local community receive 
their rightful share of revenue sharing 
funds. 
Q. Does every taxpayer have to give 
his state, county locality and township 
in answering the revenue sharing 
question on place of residence? 
A. All of this information may not be 
required. Only certain suites have 
townships and these are specified in 
your tax form instructions. If your 
state is not listed there, you can leave 
this column of your tax return blank. 
Secondly, there are a few places, such 
as Baltimore City, Md. and St. Louis, 
Mo., that are not within a county.

Q. Can you give me some tips on how 
to guard against dishonest tax 
preparer!? 
A 
The IRS offers the following 
advice to taxpayers seeking assistance 
from commercial income tax return 
preparers: never sign a blank return; 
do not sign a tax return prepared in 
pencil because dean 1h» changed later ; 
do not allow your refund check to Im* 
mailed to the preparer; avoid the 
advisor who “ guarantees" refunds, 
wants a percentage of the refund, or 
supposedly knows all the angles; and 
avoid the preparer who advises a 
taxpayer to overstate deductions, 
claim fictitious dependents or omit 
income. 
In addition, taxpayers should insist 
that the tax preparer sign the return he 
prepares and enter his tax identifying 
number. Finally, be sure to keep a 
copy of your return. 
Q. What are the rules for deducting 
finance charges on department store 
revolving charge accounts? 
A. You may deduct the "finance 
charge" levied by retail stores on your 
revolving charge accounts 
if the 
charges are based on your unpaid 
balances and computed monthly. Also, 
in the case of bank credit card plans, 
you can duduct the finance charge if no 
part of this amount is for service 
charges, loan fees, credit investigation 
fees, etc. 
However, if you buy items on the 
installment plan and the carrying 
charges are separately stated, but the 
interest charge cannot be ascertained, 
deduct the lower of (I) 6 percent of 
your average unpaid monthly balance 
or (2) the actual charge for the year. 
For more details, see IRS Publication 
545, ‘‘Income Tax Deduction for In­ 
terest Expense.” Use the order blank 
on the back of your tax forms package 
to obtain a free copy. 
Q. I had no income tax liability for 
1972, but I ’m filing a return to recover 
income tax withheld from my pay. Can 
I still designate $1 of the tax withheld 
towards the 
ITesidential 
Election 
Campaign Fund? 
A. No. You can only make the $1 
check-off if you had an income tax 
liability. This does not mean that 
because you are getting a refund, you 
can’t use the $1 check-off, but it does 
mean that you must be able to show 
tax on line 20 of your Form 1040 or line 
21 of your short Form 1040A to use the 
check-off.

58-year-old marine 
biologist from Tacoma, Wash., who 
was named to the* fivemember com­ 
mission by Nixon last summer, will 
replace James R. Schlesinger as 
chairman, congressional sources re­ 
vealed Tuesday. 
Schlesinger has been named director 
of the Central Intelligence Agency. 
Dr. Ray formerly was director of 
Seattle’s Pacific Science Center and an 
associate professor of zoology at the 
University of Washington. 
She was the first woman named to a 
full five-year term on the AEC. As its 
chairman she would be one of the 
highest-ranking women in the federal 
government.

The New Puritanism 


I gather that in the minds of some 
people college students are totally 
given over to a life of pleasure. They 
are living it up on the campuses, 
sleeping with each other , enjoying 
booze, drugs, and what have you. 
Forget it. The reality is, if anything, 
grimmer. On the campus today, as I 
perceive it at Dartmouth and around 
the Ivy lieague, fun is very definitely 
under a cloud. It is a sort of secret, 
personal vice. I find the students 
moral, or rather, moralistic, to a fault; 
and unable, because of the terrible 
weight of this moralism, to appreciate 
and enjoy the world as it is. 
Example: This one, in particular, 
sticks in my mind. One of my students, 
a good one in the A and B range, loved 
skiing and was a fine skier. His father 
owned a ski area in the Rockies, and 
wanted the boy to take it over one day. 
The student really wanted to do this. 
He thought there were genuine im­ 
provements to be made. He could 
make it one of the nicest places to ski 
in the country. But would this, he 
wondered, be “worthwhile”? What the 
new moralism had told him was that 
the only “worthwhile” thing was going 
to the Congo in the Peace Corps, or 
living in some slum in the United 
States. 
I have no doubt that there is useful

work to be done in the Congo and in the 
slums, but why should that perception 
obliterate the value (rf running a good 
ski resort? This would, indeed, provide 
treasured recreation for thousands of 
people, businessmen, lawyers, doc­ 
tors, housewives—worthy enough 
people whose lives are indeed 
valuable, even exemplary, and who 
like to get out for some vacation skiing. 
I told him to run the best ski area in the 
country. I don’t know what he did. If he 
has been eaten by a crocodile he 
certainly deserved it. 
Example: The long-time custom of 
choosing someone’s date as Queen of 
the Winter Carnival at Darmouth has 
been abandoned this year Now this 
is certainly all right. Customs come 
and go. But some of the justifying 
rhetoric was breathtaking. No girl 
should be given an award, said some 
little Puritan in the college paper, for 
“mere beauty.” Ponder that com­ 
bination of words for a moment: 
“mere” beauty. As if “beauty” were 
some negligible thing, totally subor­ 
dinated in value to other qualitites, 
such as individual achievement, high 
scores 
on 
tests, 
athletic 
ac­ 
complishment, and so on. All those 
things are goods to be valued, ot 
course: but “mere” beauty! What 
would Raphael or Tintoretto say?

Example: The more officially moral 
forces at Darmouth, as at Stanford and 
other places, are struggling to get rid 
of the traditional Indian symbol 
associated with the college, expecially 
in connection with the athletic teams. 
The officially moral forces are in some 
intellectual disarray in providing a 
justification for this stand. The Indian 
head symbol conventionally used is 
dignified, even impressive. No one. in 
anyone’s experience, has perceived it 
as in any way denigrate. Over the 
years, most people have treasured it in 
a minor way. Yet we are now in a 
phase where the imperialism of 
minority groups is apparently almost 
irresistible. 
And 
therefore 
the 
pressure to eliminate the symbol 
probably cannot be successfully 
fought, though a good laugh would 
have been all it would have taken in the 
first place. 
Somehow, 
the 
depressingly 
moralistic visage of Jane Fonda seems 
to preside over it all. That joyless, 
humorless Maoist face; those semi­ 
sunken cheeks and reproving lips. 
Those baleful. Puritan eyes. That flat 
head. 
Of course, the answer is laughter- 
bending back the fingers on the tight 
moralistic grip of all our Malvolios. In 
his “Divine Comedy,” Dante says that 
those will be saved who “use the world 
well.” It is a rich phrase. The world is 
to be loved, but it is always passing. 
“Mere” beauty, indeed.

I have been told I must have a 
sigmoidoscopy. I received very little 
further explanation and wonder if this 
procedure is a surgical one.

Dear Mrs. K.: 
A sigmoidoscopy is not a surgical 
procedure. 
An 
instrum ent, 
the 
sigmoidoscope, 
is 
gently 
and 
painlessly inserted into the rectum. 
With a magnifying lens, the lower end 
of the large intestine can be minutely 
examined. 
Small erosions, ulcerations, polyps, 
and inflammations can be studied by 
direct vision. When necessary, small 
pieces of tissues can be removed for 
microscopic study. 
The slight discomfort of this office 
procedure is compensated by the 
valuable information attainable. 
These findings, in addition to the 
barium X-ray study of the large bowel, 
give your physician the information he 
needs for an accurate diagnosis. 
I cannot help commenting on your 
statement that you received “very 
little further information” about this 
procedure. Sometimes patients, in 
their anxiety, do not remember the 
information given to them by a doctor. 
Unless one understands exactly what 
the doctor suggests, confusion must 
result. 
The patient, too, plays an important 
role in “receiving” an explanation. 
Patients must repeatedly request from 
their doctors full explanation of the 
treatment they are about to receive. 
Without this, the relationship between 


the doctor and patient is in jeopardy 
and anxiety inevitably results. 


Can you tell me something about 
distilled water? Would it help arthritis 
and improve circulation?

Dear Mrs. C.: 
The process of distillation occurs 
when water is heated to the boiling 
point and then the steam is allowed to 
condense. The process is used for the 
purification of water. Excess minerals 
and other substances are thus 
removed. 
It is interesting that when distilled 
water is exposed to the air, it tends to 
again pick up some of the impurities in 
the air.

That which is a source of 
disturbance to doctors is that people 
who readily accept such m isin­ 
formation are less likely to seek 
professional advice for their medical 
problems.

NEW YORK (AP) - There is no 
limit to the number of variety of 
theories to explain the stock market, 
because there, is not limit to the 
imagination and ambition of stock 
market people. 
In recent days the market has been 
falling rather regularly, and so the 
explainers have been at work. They 
attribute the decline to the threat of 
more inflation, rising interest rates, a 
weak dollar, institutional idleness, etc. 
No need to list all the reasons. 
Most of the time the analyses are 
impressively complex. But there are 
exceptions, and the rem arkably 
simple January signal is one. 
If you check through the first month 
of the year often sets the course for the 
months to follow This has been the 
case in most of the past 20 years. 
The significance at the moment is 
the timing. The month is coming to a 
close and the averages will show 
limited changes from their openings. 
For those who believe that January 
leads the way, it suggests a mediocre 
year on average. 
Should credence be placed in such 
omen? Or are they mere chance hap­ 
penings relationships and correlations 
and designs such as can be found in 
any set of figures or object if you study 
them long enough? 
An observer is entitled to doubt their 
forecasting value. Any study of the 
market is essentially a study in mass 
psychology as well as economics, 
business conditions and the like. And 
no matter how it is masked, the 
masses have changed greatly over the 
years. 
In the 1950s, the ordinary American 
hadn’t discovered Wall Street. In the 
1960s, there was a great influx of “little 
guys,” along with the growth of in­ 
stitutions such as mutual and pension 
funds. In the ’70s, it appears, these 
institutions will dominate the market. 
Not only as the composition of the 
market changed, but there has been a 
change in the thinking. The 1960s were 
characterized by performance. Today, 
performance is a dirty word. 


Replacing the performance game 
has been a return to fundamentals to

of 
management,

like. It has always been so; fads are 
always followed by fundamentals.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Women are 
as segregated by occupation today as 
they were 30 years ago, President 
Nixon’s Council of Economic Advisers 
reports. 
The council found that with few 
exceptions, women are still stuck in 
low-paying 
jobs 
and 
encounter 
discrimination when they seek more 
lucrative careers. Its first report on 
the economic status of women was 
released Tuesday. 
More fact-finding and discussion of 
the government’s role in helping 
women improve their situation is 
needed, the council said. 
The council cited examples of job 
prejudice against women: ‘‘some 
clients reject women lawyers, some 
customers 
reject 
automobile 
saleswomen, and some workers reject 
women bosses.” 
It said employers often exaggerate 
the risk of a woman’s job instability or 
her potential unacceptability to his 
clientele, and they screen her out of 
advanced training and advanced 
positions. 
“Tile low representation of women in 
positions of responsibility Is striking,” 
the report said.

CARROLLTON, Ky 
(AP)

rippfl to pity this small riverfront 
community. The concrete snake wc 
call an interstate highway did no great 
harm In fact, it’s been a boon 
Like hundreds of other little towns, 
Carrollton was fearful when the traffic 
flow from its main street, a major 
intercity highway, was siphoned off by 
the new interstate four miles awav 
I’d say at least half of the town was 
afraid, especially the fellows who 
depended on tourists like me,” 
Tommy Combs, owner of a small 
motel, said 
Carrollton, population 4,260, is 
situated on U.S. 42, halfway between 
louisville and Cincinnati, It has lx»th 
the Ohio and Kentucky rivers on its 
borders, but isn't a port of call for ci­ 
ther of them.

Benson Wolman says the reason is 


that federal courts are “more attuned 
to constitutional questions and more 
insulated from the whims and caprices 
of the public.” 
State judges, he contended, feel 
public pressures and respond to them.

When Ohio Tax Commissioner 
Robert Kosydar filed suit in a state 
court hist year seeking a constitutional 
ruling on Ohio’s new parochial aid law, 
Wolman saw it was a tactical move. 
“Their move was tactical because 
they filed the suit in a state court to get 
a forum conducive to their views,” he 
said. "I was in South Dakota at the 
time and when I found out, the ACLU 
had the suit moved to the federal court 
within hours.” 
The move to federal court meant a 
victory for the ACLU. I .ast month, the 


three-judge federal panel rn Columbus 
ruled the law unconstitutional. The 
statute would have provided $90 a year 
lier pupil in tax credits to parents of 
non-public school students. 
Rut U h* issue has not been settled, 
tim state plans to appeal the lower 
federal court ruling to 
the 
U.S. 
Supreme Court. 
Wolman lamented what he called 
“the sad commentary on state courts” 
that causes the ACLU to believe it 
must go to federal courts to preserve 
constitutional rights. 
He suggested that state judges be 
appointed by the governor, subject to 
the approval of the Ohio Senate. Under 
such a system, he said, pressure of 
public opinion and re-election would be 
removed and c*onstitutional

T he undercarriage of their car was 
snagged on the edge of the open, tilted 
bridge section.

For more than an hour, the women 
passed the time by looking at the view. 
T he* episode began Tuesday when 
Mrs. l)ow drove her son’s 1962 auto 
onto the Treasure Island Bridge. She 
said later she didn’t hear the warning 
hells or see the gates come down 
behind the car as she headed across 
the drawspan. 
Witnesses said she backed up but 
was only about half way across the 
dividing line when the bridge’s two 
sections parted. 
While the ladies prayed and looked 
around, the seawalls collected an 
audience of hundreds, the bay below 
became clogged with boats, 15 
emergency vehicles sped to the scene, 
25 police and firemen converged on the 
bridge, and rush hour traffic backed 
up for IO miles.

SAN FRANCISCO (A P) - Harry 
Bridges’ months-long effort to merge 
his West Coast longshore union with 
the giant Teamsters union 
has 
collapsed over the dockworkers’ 
demands for autonomy. 
The 
trucking 
union 
rejected 
autonomy for the 60,000 International 
longshoremen’s and Warehousemen’s 
Union members within the 2.5-million 
member Teamsters. 
Acting on recommendations by 
Bridges and three other top officers, 
the ILW U executive board ordered on 
Wednesday “ that all talks between our 
two unions concerning merger be 
terminated.” 
The board said the proposed merger 
should be “ considered completely and 
finally disposed of.” 
The 71-year-old Bridges, ILW U 
president since its creation 35 years 
ago, had been the chief advocate of a 
merger.

For Ohio Sailor 


DAYTON, Ohio (A P) — A suit has 
been filed in U.S. District Court here 
seeking to have the status of Navy 
hospital corpsman Mark V. Dennis 
changed from killed in action to 
missing in action. 
The suit, filed by Jerry Dennis, a 
brother, asks for an immediate, 
temporary restraining order, arguing 
that to continue listing Dennis as killed 
may jeopardize his life if he is now in a 
prisoner of war camp in Southeast 
Asia. 
The Navy says Dennis was killed in 
July, 1966, in the crash of a helicopter 
in Quang Tri Province in South Viet­ 
nam. But on the basis of medical tests 
on the exhumed remains, and con­ 
tradictory records, his family has been 
trying for more than two years to get 
his status changed. 
The suit argues that to list Dennis as 
dead deprives him of his constitutional 
rights of due process of law, equal 
protection under the law and the privi­ 
leges and immunities of a U.S. citizen.

SAN FRANCISCO (A P) - Harry 
Bridges’ months-long effort to merge 
his West Coast longshore union with 
the giant Teamsters union has 
collapsed over the dockworkers’ 
demands for autonomy.

trucking 
union 
rejected 
autonomy for the 60,000 International 
Iiongshoremen’s and Warehousemen’s 
Union members within the 2.5-million 
member Teamsters. 
Acting on recommendations by 
Bridges and three other top officers, 
the I EW U executive board ordered on 
Wednesday “ that all talks between our 
two unions concerning merger be 
terminated." 
The board said the proposed merger 
should be “ considered completely and 
finally disposed of." 
The 71-year-old Bridges, ILW U 
president since its creation 35 years 
ago, had been the chief advocate of a 
merger.

For Ohio Sailor 


DAYTON, Ohio (A P) — A suit has 
been filed in U.S. District Court here 
seeking to have the status of Navy 
hospital corpsman Mark V. Dennis 
changed from killed in action to 
missing in action. 
The suit, filed by Jerry Dennis, a 
brother, asks for an immediate, 
temporary restraining order, arguing 
that to continue listing Dennis as killed 
may jeopardize his life if he is now in a 
prisoner of war camp in Southeast 
Asia. 
The Navy says Dennis was killed in 
July, 1966, in the crash of a helicopter 
in Quang Tri Province in South Viet­ 
nam. But on the basis of medical tests 
on the exhumed remains, and con­ 
tradictory records, his family has been 
trying for more than two years to get 
his status changed. 
The suit argues that to list Dennis as 
dead deprives him of his constitutional 
rights of due process of law, equal 
protection under the law and the privi­ 
leges and immunities of a U.S. citizen.

SAIGON (AP) — The U.S. Command 
closed out its scheduled weekly 
casualty summaries today and an­ 
nounced that 45,941 American service­ 
men died in action in Indochina from 
Jan. I, 1961, until the official start of a 
cease-fire last Sunday.

also listed 
300,635 Americans wounded in action 
and 1,811 missing, captured or in­ 
terned. Another 10,33 American 
servicemen were listed as having died 
from nonhostile causes such as air­ 
craft accidents, homicides, suicides 
and illness.

Irish Assassins 


A re Unleashed

Northern 
Ireland’s largest private Protestant 
army gave the green light early today 
to Protestant assassins, and during the 
night gunmen killed two more young 
Roman Catholics. 
The death toll for the week rose to 
five. 
Four 
of 
the 
victims were 
Catholics, 
Tom Herron, vice-chairman of the 
50,000 Protestant vigilantes of the 
Ulster Defense Association, said the 
UDA command could no longer control 
the extremists and would no longer try 
to. 
“ Recent bombing outrages” by the 
Catholics of the Irish Republican 
Army had provoked the Protestants, 
Herron asserted, and “ Protestant ex­ 
tremists cannot keep turning the other 
cheek.” 
The hooded body of a 14-year-old 
Catholic boy was found during the 
night in a car at a prehistoric stone 
circle south of Belfast known as the 
Giant's Ring. The boy had been shot 
through the head. 
A few hours later police found the 
body of a 17-year-old Catholic near a 
highway on the west side of Belfast. 
The police said the boy was apparently 
shot from a car as he waited for a taxi 
after visiting a girl friend. 
The night’s assassinations raised the 
confirmed body count in Northern 
Ireland’s religious warfare to 696 since 
the fall of 1969.

Irish Assassins 
Are Unleashed 


BELFAST 
(AP) 
— 
Northern 
Ireland’s largest private Protestant 
army gave the green light early today 
to Protestant assassins, and during the 
night gunmen killed two more young 
Bornan Catholics. 
The death toll for the week rose to 
five. 
Four 
of 
the 
victims 
were 
Catholics. 
Tom Herron, vice-chairman of the 
50,000 Protestant vigilantes of the 
Ulster Defense Association, said the 
UDA command could no longer control 
the extremists and would no longer try 
to. 
"Recent bombing outrages” by the 
Catholics of the 
Irish Republican 
Army had provoked the Protestants, 
Herron asserted, and "Protestant ex­ 
tremists cannot keep turning the other 
cheek." 
The hooded body of a 14-year-old 
Catholic boy was found during the 
night in a car at a prehistoric stone 
circle south of Belfast known as the 
Giant’s Bing. The boy had been shot 
through the head. 
A few hours later police found the 
body of a 17-year-old Catholic near a 
highway on the west side of Belfast. 
The police said the boy was apparently 
shot from a car as he waited for a taxi 
after visiting a girl friend. 
The night’s assassinations raised the 
confirmed body count in Northern 
Ireland’s religious warfare to 696 since 
the fall of 1969.
